Chief Enters Fifty-First Year 
With this iasue the Comanche 
Chief enters the fifty-first year 
of its existence, this paper be­ 
ing the first issue of that year. 
Half a century is a long time 
and few there are today still 
risiding In the community who 
can recall the events of fifty 
years ago or the founding or the 
naming of the Chief. 
Many have been the ehanges in 
management during the lifetime 
of the paper and tumuitons have 
been the times through which it 
has gone. Founded even before 
the adoption of the present con- 
atltntloii of the Btnte It was in 
existence during tlie close of the 
reconstruction days. 
The ousting of E. J. Da vis was 
chronicled in its columns and 
from It the citiz^s have received 
their news of the hot political 
fights throuidi which the State 
has gone. It was from “The 
Chief* that practically all the 
people of the county received 


their news of the famcHis “Hogg 
and 
Clark 
campaign’* for in 
those days few were they who 
received dsliy papers or e v ^ 
State impers. The Chief “was 
here" throughout the Democrat 
Populist days and many are the 
stories its columns contained and 
which are no longer r^nembered. 
There are men, mature men in 
this county, who learned to read 
through The Chief, the <mly mes­ 
sage to the family from the out­ 
side world. For In those days 
be it remembered, there were no 
phones, no rural routes, and trav­ 
el wa.s by horseback, and Coman­ 
che received mall only once and 
twice each week, and news travel­ 
ed slowly. 
There is no honor merely to be­ 
ing old, but there Is a reverence 
we owe to those men and institu­ 
tions who In the grand scheme 
of human progress have render­ 
ed service to their fellowman and 
mankind.

Mr. Cordor was op­ 
erating the apparatus, while moat of 
the other men Injured were standing 
by and watching the work. The pres­ 
sure of air In the tank became so great 
that a nipple was blown off the top of 
the tank, and the explosion resulted. 
The flaming gasoline was thrown over 
the six men and ignited both engines 
and the roof of the roundhouse Im­ 
mediately above the engines. A line 
of fire hose, conveniently near, was 
used in extinguishing the biaxe.
